It must, tberca 
foie, bo the bcnbo, lor tbero is no oiber 
Temaiuiag,,tn which the promiser believed 
that the promisee accepted the promise. 
This will not ditier from tho actual 
intention of the promisee when tho 
promise is given without collusion 
or reserve. » * * * 
JDr faley, we all know, was an 
eminent theologian and not a lawyer, 
but very good legal authoriiics bavu 
■aid that " tho rule apjicara lo bu as 
true in law as in etbics." Applying 
this simple test and assuming ibure 
■was a prumiso (which wo tbiuk clearr. 
ly there was not) tbo question will be, 
did tiir James Douglas believe ibal 
the people ot these (Jolonics accepted 
the proclamation as a distinct promise 
that in all evonts, whether ibcro bbould 
be Union or not, and no mutter wbat 
the inconvenience might be, tbat JSew 
- IVeHtminster was to bo tbu capital 'I 
Y/e don't proless to bo ublo to divo 
into what Uir James' opinions then 
"were, or what tboy are now ; but wo 
believe no one better understood tho 
Colooyj or tbo senso in which people 
■would anderstaod tho Proclamation, 
which was best shewn by the relative 
Amount of the invustmouis in Victoria 
and Hew WoBlruinster rospeclively, 
But it is absurd to buppose tbal a man 
ol his uuivertully acknowledged good 
sense intouded to hold oul a [uoiuihe 
BO rush tbal ihu puilormaneo ol it 
could nul bo guuranleeiJ, and wiiicb, il 
lulhllod, migbt provo destructive ol 
the best iuioresis oi' tlio Colony. 
Clearly, New WesKiiinstor people 
never so understood tho proclama'.iou 
or thoy would not bavo byBiemalic;illy 
abused him irom tho lime ul its issue 
up to tho period of bis resignation. 
It does not lie in their mouths to say 
that he believed the Colonists so un- 
derstood, tho promise, if indeed il was 
one; they always accused him oi 
■Borificing everytbiog to Yicloriu. 
Some stress has been laid on tho cifN 
ODmstaoce that the Colonies were 
nnited ^ Wder the title of British Co- 
lamb2a^iD8tead;of,; the title oE British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island, and 
it is argued that tbu Colony oi iiritisli 
Columbia ia tbo same us beforo Union. 
This was probably done undesignedly 
and for tho sake oi brevity. 11 thai 
title was adopted iu tbo bill by 
interoatod parties for tbo purpose 
of affording an arguinoiil in j 
favor of JNow Woslininutor, wu 
oaa only term it an unworthy 
manoeavro, of which ibo Itnporiai 
liegislaturo must have boon wholly 
ignorant. Wo, as u (.Colony, cannot 
be bound by tho arlilieo, and it_may 
be M safely dismisaod irom our minds 
ai ".pablio faith" and "honor" so lar 
tbe qaestion of the capital is oon.. 



Yox " Delivers a Few Hard Knoxi 

Messhs. EniTons: — A lattor, eifined Knox, 
appeared in yrslerday'ri Morning News 
elmrging u:o with mulica afoiellioiii;bt and 
ifinorance. I bad intended cot to take notice 
of it; but the writer betrays such an amount 
ol palpable titupidity tbat one would bo lack^ 
icg in common bamaniiy who would not as- 
Bibt him in hia alicmpta at tiuth and learning'. 
In order, I Fupposo, lo avert any suspicion of 
iynorunce (rom bimHelf, he inuUos a preteu- 
tioug exiiibilion of his learniiif;, referring 
within the limits of his labored prtidunlion 
to Culigula'a burse, gilded uals, tliu htaiun ol 
biHhops and curaioH, the Itev.

I'altoiv 
sou leased tho prison in 1846 for ten y<"irs, 
and the tniinnei- in which hj tre'.'.eil the 
convicts is sluuvn by tho alliilavils ol Fndd- 
iiig II Carr, Eriinklyii I'jrter, John 11 8bad- 
burn, Charles J. Keller, LVank Dulord aud 
V^illlani VVoikSi V 

Fielding H. ^Oofr Swears that ho was a 
prison guard for seven yours diuing tli'! 'itnu 
tlial I'utiersou baii charge of the ])risou : 
thai tho piiso'iera wore improperly fed anil 
(dolhed ; that on oiiii occasion I'atlerso.i led 
them on a quantity ol damaged pork, lnuiglil 
from the reiuuius ol ii lot partially destroyed 
by ihu burniog of a pork bouse in Lonisvillc. 
This pf}ik was kept until it was soured, and 
given afterwards to the men to eat. Aa ii 
eon^etpiupeu of eating iIii.h iiiipiiri! loud there 
occuiiud 'over 70 cu.-es ol scurvy. The 
teelh of tiV'i'y drojiped out, and 

thei: lega-.b-'oanio muoh swollen and bhick 
up to und\abova their knees. Several died 
Irom tbo efllola of tbo disease, and many left 
ibe piisoolin conseqiuenoe of It, unable to 
make their Jiving. 



prison, be was appointed Fiiat Assistant or 
Deputy Warden. 'Vegetable food was then 
given to tbe convicts, tbe ellfiot of which 
was to relieve thom of tbe diseasii. The 
above frkCts are also sworn to by Franklin 
Foricr, who was a guard-under Patlereon's 
rc<iime. 

John R Thadburn, who wus a guard 
and assisted Warden Miller in receiving the 
prison from I'attetson, swears that when 
iMillor caniu in there vveie over ,60 cjiaes of 
t'.'urvy among tiio prisoners. Their teeth 
were falling out, and thi ir legs black. In 
tho hospital the men would actually pick 
their teeth out uud throw thom away. Tho 
ho."pital of Ibo prison smelted as though 
filled with decaying corpses, aod tbe priitua 
generally was io a bad coodiiion. 

Cbarlea J. Keller, another guard, oorro- 
hfli-aiGs the above, and says that on one 
occasion, just uller Putturson's lease e.vpireil, 
nod while tho convicts woro yet suli'eriiig 
Irom tho ellects of the scurvy, he giive one ol 
llieni a pniiiaio. which ho was uiialilo lo out, 
and in lii.s uttemptiiig to do so ull his U|)pir 
and lower front teeth leli out. Both iSh d- 
hurn and Keller state that they so bympaih- 
i:oed with these euOcrers that they eontrl- 
buted out of their own funds to their relluli 
It is the concurrent tuslimony of seveial 
witnesses that such was the diseased con- 
dition of thesio poor creatures' liinba that 
impressions made upon them would last lor 
hours afterwards, Ono prisoner whose lime 
had eicpired went out of tbe prison upon hi.i 
hands uud kne>'n.
